a meeting of the Times - Herald 
board on Monday that Meyer had 
offered »•£ million dollars for the 
newspaper. She is a member of 
the board. 


Mrs. Tankersley said she indi- 


cated to the Times-Herald board 
that she would like to buy the 
paper and asked a delay in action 
on Meyer's offer until today—hop- 
ng meantime to raise 1% million 
dollars "good faith" money for an 
offer of her own.

President

Says He's Confident 
Of Stevens' 'Honor, 
Integrity' in Row 


WASHINGTON (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
the Democrats are wrong 
about his tax program. 


He also said he has full 


confidence in the honor and 
integrity of Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and stands be- 
hind the secretary who is em- 
broiled with Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis). 


And he said any president who 


did not act immediately if the 
country were attacked by an ag- 
gressor ought to be impeached or 
even hanged. 


Cover Broad Area 


Those items were highlights of 


a -news conference in which the 
Chief Executive under questioning 
from reporters ranged 
over a 


broad area of domestic and inter- 
national issues. 


Sen. McCarthy, commenting on 


the conference, said "The public 
hearings will demonstrate who it 
telling the truth." 


On the subject of taxation the 


President said the contention by 
Democrats that a pending tax re- 
vision bill would help the rich—and 
not aid low income families—is 
simply an error. 


Eisenhower said that to say that 


the administration bill is designed 
to help the rich people is—and he 
paused 
dramatically—an error. 


The reporters laughed at his obvi- 
ous sudden restraint. 


Eisenhower was asked if he 


would veto the tax bill if Demo- 
crats succeed in writing into it a 
provision raising the personal ex- 
emption from the present level of 
$600 to $700. 


Could Not Sag 


The President said he could not 


say in advance what bills he would 
veto. 


He said some of those who are 


the strongest advocates of tax re- 
duction now include the very ones 
who said recently that they would 
not support an increase in the 275 
billion statutory debt limit. 


Thi« shaft obviously was directed 


at Sen. George (D-Ga) who has 
offered one of the tax reduction 
proposals. George declined to go 
along earlier in the year with an 
administration proposal to increase 
the debt limit. 


The President said if he did not 


have confidence in Stevens' integ- 
rity, the army secretary wouldn't 
be holding the job. He said it may 
turnT out that the secretary has 
made 
some 
mistakes, but he 


stands behind Stevens as far as the 
secretary's honor and integrity 
were concerned. 


Should Be "Hanged" 


On other matters, the President: 
1. Declared that any president 


should be worse than impeached 
—he should be hanged—if he didn't 
take what ever action he felt nec- 
essary to protect the U n i t e d 
States against an unprovoked at- 
tack. Eisenhower said such action 
should be taken within two min- 
utes without waiting for Congress 
to declare war. 


Those remarks were prompted 


by Secretary of State Dulles' as- 
sertion Monday that the President 
las advance congressional author- 
ty to retaliate against any Soviet 
attack on London, or Paris, for 
example, in the same manner he 
would retaliate against an attack 
on American cities. The discussion 
was part of the running debate 
over the military "new look" and 
primary reliance on capacity for 
'massive retaliation" to head off 
war. 


2. Announced that an investiga- 


tion of coffee prices by the Feder- 
al Trade .Commission is coming 
along in good shape and added he 
hopes to have the commission's 
"eport soon.

Lor Angeles carpenter, had identi- 
fied the photostat as a copy of the 
manifesto given him by one of the 
defendants, James F. Forest. 


Defense attorneys objected when 


government attorneys attempted to 
read portions of the manifesto al- 
legedly 
underlined 
by Forest. 


Their demand for the original copy 
was upheld by U. S. District Judge 
Roy W. Harper. 


Scarletto said Forest gave him 


the copy while he was an FBI 
undercover a'gent as a member of 
the Communist party in California. 


Another ex-undercover agent for 


the FBI, Samuel D. Russell, 35, 
of Los Angeles, testified under 
cross-examination that he kept 
carbon copies of reports he filed 
to the FBI while a member of the 
party despite instructions not to do 
so. Russell earlier testified For- 
est's wife, Dorothy Rose Forest, 
also a defendant, discovered the 
copies in his home in 1947 and 
told him he no longer was a party 
member 


The other defendants are Wil-

Tax Cuts Are Popular in an 


Election Year 


It has been evident for some months that many mem- 


bers of congress favor more tax cute this year than the ad- 
ministration thinks wise. House approval of the Reed bill 
covering a wide assortment of excise levies gives concrete 
expression to this sentiment. 


Under this measure, the tax rates on a number of items, 


including telephone calls, transportation, luggage, jewelry, 
theater admissions, would be cut across the board to a flat 
10 per cent. These now range from 15 to 25 per cent. Most 
have been in force since the early days of World War II. 


Unaffected by this bill would be the rates on alcoholic 


beverages, cigarets, gasoline and some types of diesel fuel, 
and various kinds of automobile products. 
*

The estimated revenue loss to the U. S. treasury is $912 


million. Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey says the gov- 
ernment cannot afford the loss, that it will put farther and 
farther into the future the day of the balanced budget and 
a truly sound government economy. 


But the lawmakers, worried over a falling line on ,the 


business chart and facing a tough election, are in no mood 
right now to fret about whether the budget is balanced in 
1955 or 1956 or later. They want to show the voters some- 
thing tangible, something that directly affects the pocket- 
book 


Humphrey believes it would be wiser to extend excise 


tax relief only in hardship cases or in places where it can 
be reasonably shown that business would thereby be prod- 
ded 
Yet this argument, like his others on this issue, seems 


unlikely to prevail.

A much graver threat to the administration's fiscal pro- 


gram is the proposal to raise income tax exemptions from 
$600 to $700 per person. Here again, the political appeal is 
powerful, especially in the light of contentions by some that 
this kind of tax relief would give the slightly sagging econ- 
omy a big shot in the arm. 


Humphrey estimates that for every $100 increase in ex- 


emptions per person, the treasury would lose approximately 
$2.3 billion, on top of other losses in prospect from the excise 
bill and those suffered from the Jan. 1 tax cuts. 


The administration obviously has a stiff battle ahead to 


put over its own more conservative fiscal policies. An upturn 
In business would boost its chances for success, bat other- 
wise the outlook would appear to favor the tax-cutters.

committee. As its chief counsel he 
did most of the routine questioning 
of witnesses. 


He said last Sunday he had 


learned that one of the commit- 
tee's staff 
members had gone 


around to the other staff employes 
asking them to sign a pledge of 
loyalty to Cohn. The counsel said 
he had nothing to do with this. 


Makes It Impossible 


If there had been no other rea- 


sons, this alone would have made 
it impossible for the committee's 
regular staff to work on this in- 
vestigation. 


So the committee Tuesday de- 


cided to make Cohn step aside 
for 
this investigation, 
and the 


whole staff too. 
Another chief 


counsel and a new staff will be 
hired for this one investigation.

liquor by Moore prior to an acci- 
dent in which she was injured. 


Blames Firm 


Judge Bracken placed the blame 


for the default judgment against 
Moore in the laps of the Exchange 
Insurance company, which car- 
ried the defendant's insurance. 


The insurance company failed to 


file an answer to Miss Busser's 
complaint on or before Feb. 15, 
the date due. 


Bracken said the insurance com- 


pany, in seeking to set aside the 
judgment, was demanding, in ef- 
fect, that the courf permit it to 
take advantage of the apparent 
diligence of Moore as a defense to 
what the court believes was its 
own negligence. 


The couit felt that Moore, in 


notifying the insurance firm of 
the claim, had done all he could 
to bring forth a reply to the suit. 


Reviews Facts 


In reviewing the facts, Bracken 


stated that the Busser complaint 
was filed Jan. 22, 1954, and a 
summons was issued to Moore on 
the same day. The return day was 
set for Feb. 15. 


The summons was served Jan. 


23 and apparently was delivered 
by Moore to the L. J. Welch Co., 
Dixon, his insurance agent. The 
Welch company, agents of Fidelity 
Insurance company, Chicago, de- 
Ijvered it to the Chicago firm. 


Although on Jan. 25 Fidelity in- 


surance was not able to find a 
claim referring to the Moore pol- 
"cy, it acknowledged the existence 


of a claim on Jan. 27. 


On Jan. 28, the Welch company 


was advised that the claim was 
forwarded to the claim depart- 
ment of Exchange Insurance asso- 
ciation, Chicago. 


The Exchange association admit- 


ted receiving the claim on Jan. 28. 


Takes Judgment 


On Feb. 17, two days after the 


answer and appearance of Moore 
was due. Miss Busser took a de- 
fault judgment against him. 


Exchange said the claim did not 


receive attention until Feb. 18, 
when the notice of default judg- 
ment was filed.

TV Factory 
Beats Time 
Of Movies 


NEW YORK <*-Both television 


and motion picture dramas reach 
their audience on a screen, but 
there is little similarity about the 
way the, two arrive at that common 
end. 


'The time factor, carried over 


from radio, has given TV produc- 
tion the atmosphere of an assem- 
bly line. It always is working under 
pressure of the clock. 


And the average feature movie 


will cost from one-half to one mil- 
lion dollars, against an average of 
$32,000 per hour for TV dramas. 


Take* Months 


In Hollywood, months will be 


taken in the writing or rewriting 
of a drama. In television, a play 
is prepared in at the most several 
weeks. 


In the movies as much as a year 


may be spent in shooting the film. 
In TV only a week or two elapses 
between productions. Rehearsing, 
the movie actor may have to mem- 
orize only 30 seconds to a minute 
of dialogue at a time, go before 
the camera for a brief period and 
then rest until the next "take." 


In television he must know his 


part in its entirety, for which he 
has seven days of practice. When 
the show hits the air he must go 
through it without halt, except for 
short announcing periods. Should 
he muff, he or someone else has to 
ad lib around the mistake. There 
are no "re-takes" as in the movies. 


A "Factory" 


There are other factors, too, but 


summing it all up, this is the way 
an ABC-TV diregtor puts it: 


"TV is a mechanical and elec- 


tronic factory, working on an as- 
sembly-line basis and turning out 
drama at the command of a clock. 
Everybody is a slave to this rou- 
tine. 


"As soon as the show comes off 


the air, there's only one thing to 
look forward to—get going. It's 
just a week to the next one."

Price Supports, Tariffs 
Play Big Part in Market 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (IV- A high school 


freshman came home this week 
with instructions to interview hu 
parents on this: "Are commodities 
worth what's being asked for 
them?" 


"They certainly aren't," said her 


mother, with her mind on the price 
of coffee and butter. 


"I should say not," said her 


father, with his mind on finished 
goods made from commodities- 
like a new suit he wants but which 
costs more than his present 
threadbare one did when new, and 
the new car he'd like but which 
now costs twice what his first one 
did 20 years ago. 


The parents were talking like the 


consumers they are. 


Far From Fre« 


But just one year after price 


controls were officially declared 
dead, the price of many commodi- 
ties is far from free of govern- 
mental intervention. 


For years the Brazilian govern- 


ment has tried to increase or guard 
the price of coffee. For years the 
U.S. government has supported the 
price of butter. It also, to all pur- 
poses, controls the price of sugar 


*>y juggling the amount that may 
come into the country. 


The price of the wool in your suit 


isn't entirely free of controls either 
here or abroad. Price supports, 
tariffs, quotas and even foreign ex- 
change controls that keep various 
currencies from reaching their true 
levels—all play a part in the price 
of wool. 


The big part of the cost of a suit. 


however, is the labor—all the way 
from shearing the sheep to stitch- 
ing in the sleeves. And labor is up, 
just as commodity prices are. 


Too Much Inflation 


Even were the market free of 


controls, commodities p r o b a b l y 
wouldn't drift down to where they 
once were. The dollar just doesn't 
seem destined to get back its old 
purchasing 
power. There's too 


much built-in inflation. 


Perhaps the economics teacher 


had in mind what commodity men 
are talking about: Whether the 
business dip will carry commodity 
prices down with it, and at the 
same rate of decline. 


But most of the Korean price in- 


flation was squeezed out of com- 
modity prices a year and more 
ago. Last year and so far in 1954, 
commodity prices, in general, have 


stayed remarkably stable, if you 
go by the official indexes.' 


Appear Level 


There have been spectacular 


rises—like the one in coffee. And 
conspicuous weakness—like that in 
some metals. But on the whole, 
after once adjusting to peacetime 
demand and supply, commodities 
appear to have leveled off. 


Many commodity men now be- 


lieve that prices will fluctuate with 
the seasons but show no great con- 
certed trend in either direction, 
barring a new war or war scare.

the farm, signs it. 


Pittsfield's reservoir dried up 


last fall and water has been hauled 
here from Louisiana, Mo , at a cost 
of about $600 a day. 


Under the agreement the city 


will pay Hillerbrenner $15,000 if 
the well furnishes water 30 days 
and half that amount if it goes 
dry before then. 


A state water survey of the well 


said it would supply at least 50 
gallons a minute and local tests 
have indicated a 70-gallon a min- 
ute flow, is possible, equal to the 
amount of water which has been 
hauled here. Mayor Kermit Kline- 
felter said today.
